When Darkness and’ Cold Shall Over- 
take Our Planet and Smother It In 
the Chill of Death—-Their Effect Upon 
Climatic and Weather Conditions. 


‘The return of sun spots is a phenom 
enon that astronomers always regard 
with great concern. They come flock: 
tng back once in about erery eleven 
years. It takes on the average four 
and a half years for them to reach a 
maximum of numbers, when the sun 
{fs seen to be more or less speckled ev- 
ery day, and six and a half: years to 
decting again to @ minimum, when for 
tpoaths in succeasiun the sun's face is 
as clean as a polished mirror. Upon 
the whole the heat on the earth, tyk- 
ing its entire surface into account and 
dasing the observation on the temper- 
ature of the atmospbere, ts about 1] 
degrees of the Fahrenbelt scale lower 
at sun spot maximum than at sun spot 
minimum 
"This cannot be| wholly due to the 
darkening of the sun caused by the 
pregence of the spots, since, as Mr. C. 
G. Abbott of the-Smithsonian institu 
tion has shown, the amvount by which 
the temperature is lowered ts Sve 
times too great to be accounted for in 
that way.

‘The carth is a great magret, and the 
sun appears to exercise a direct influ- 
ehce upou its magnetic state, tbat in- 
Ouence varying witb the cundifion of 
the sun as to spottedness When sun 
Spots are at a muximum. mugoetic 
storms of great violence occur, during 
which the electro magnetic excitement 
of. the earth ts viyidly manifested—in 
ibe atmosphere bs imposing displays 
of the aurora borealis, and in the earth 
itself by \augabond curreats which in- 
lerrupt telegraph and cable communi. 
cation, and sometiivex jeap into visi- 
bility ln the furm of crackling sparks 
and electric fumes playing about tbe 
instruments. 

Occasivoully it bas been possible to 
trace phevomena of thix kipd to the 
{influence uf individual sun spots of un- 
usual magnitude and activity, It is! 
like the transmission of a sbock from 
the sun to the earth. across a gap of 
$3,000,000 inlles, supposed to be filled - 
With nothing but the Lorisible and in- 
tangible ether.

dence for saying that such storms us 
our western tornadoes, the burricanes 
of the West Indies und the typhuons of 
the China seus are fur more nuiwerous 
during sun spot maxima, and especially 
during the time that the spots are tn- 
creasing in numbers, It has also been 


| thought that wet apd dry seasons are 


connected in some way with the sun 
Spot cycle, but on this subject the evl- 
dence is contradictory. Some statistics 
show that dry seasons accompany sun 
spots and others that wel seasons ac 
company them. 

But all of these things are really of 
Uttle account in comparison with the 
great question of the effects produced 
upon the sun itself. The earth is a 
speck in the infinite vault uf space. 


and we are animated atoms living for, 


the fraction of a moment upon tbat 
insignificant speck, Of how great con- 


‘| sequence in the vast scheme of the 


creation can the little quextions that 
relate to our ephemera! comfurts be! 
If a sun fame should lick us up our 
disappearance from the universe. phys- 
ically considered, would be of less im- 
Portance than that of the minutest 
drop of water from the ocean. But if 
the sun should disappear there would! 
be a star gune from heaven. A part 
of the universe at least would notice 
itf absence. Whatever threatens the 
existence of the sun, then, bas an ap 
preciable importance. The astronomer 
finds that the sun spots are sympto- 
matic of progressive changes which 
will eventually bring the sun's career 
to an end. and sv he studies them not 
for the sake of finding out merely how 
they may affect our petty affairs. but 
in order to trace for bis intellectual 
satisfaction the grang phenomena of 
the life and death of a stdr. And in 
doing that be is pursuing ‘the only 
course which can rescue man from ob- 
tivion, offsetting his materia! {nxignid- 
cance and nothingness with the relu- 
tive greatness of bis mind.—Garrett I’.

Swiss Military Critic Analyses Ger- 
man Loss of Men. 

On the basis of arithmetic, which 
is the only thing that never changes 
Colonel- Feyler, a 
military critic, endeavors to prove in 
the Journal de Geneve that Germany 
dnd ber allies, because of the ever 
decreasing number of men, can never 
hope to emerge victorious from the 
war. 

“The longer the fronts,’". says Col. 
Feyler, “‘or the less the troops are 
massed In depths the more rapid Is 
the disappearance of the elite. In the 
beginning of the war Germany lost 
her young men, then somewhat older 
ones, until death began to reap the 
grizzled heads, victory meanwhile 
slipping from the grasp of her deci- 
mated battalions." 

The allied powers, while also suf- 
fering great losses of men, Colonel 
Feyler argues, do not suffer nearly as 
heavily as Germany, whose army, 
fighting on the longest front, suffers 
the most rapid diminution. He con- 
tinues: ; 

“For three Germans killed or put 
out of action per kilometer and per 
day on a front of 1,200 kilometers 
the empire loses in one year, roughly, 
3,300,000 men, out of a population 
of 70,000,000, or.one fifty-fourth of 
the total. 

“On a front of 1,000 kilometers 
Russia, with a population of 160,- 
. 000,000, loses only one one-hundred- 
and-sixtietb, or three times less. On 
a front of 400 kilometers France, 
with 40,000,000 inhabitants, without 
counting her colonial populations 
loses 450,000, or one-three-bundred- 
and-ninetieth. = 

“Lastly, Grea. Britain, on a front 
of 120 kilometers, loses one-threc- 
bundred-and-forty-sixth of the popu- 
| lation of the United Kingdom, exclu- 
; 8ive of the colonies.” 
| With these figures as a basis, the 
mijitary observer . says Germany 
| might be able to hold out another 
year; France and Germany would be 
hardest‘ hit, being able to last only 
two years, while Russia and Great 
| Britain would last much longer. Col.

“AN INTERESTING DECISION. 


A forize appeal recently decided by the Privy 
Council shows how interesting and important

Powers that the neutral flag covers enemy goods, 
“with the exception of cqntraband of war. It 
was contended that in the same way the British 
‘flag would protect enemy goads. 
> “The Prize Court and the Privy Council both 
zejectéd this contention. The Courts both held 


” “that the Declaration of Paris was not intended 


to modify, the law applicable to British ships or 
British subjects in cases where no neutrals were 
‘concerned. Its object was to facilitate interna- 
tional comity, but there could be no question of 
facilitating ihternational comity where no neu- 
tral was concerned. 

This, the Manchester Guardian thinks is 
sound sense, and it is borne out by the preamble 
of the Declaration of Paris, which offers as a 
reason for the Declaration that ‘the uncertainty 
ofthelaw . . . gives occasion to differences 
of opinion, between neutrals. and belligerents, 
‘which may cause serious difficulties and even 
conflicts.” It might be argued that this de- 
cision has lost.its point because the Orders-in- 
Council against German commerce suspend for 
all practical purposes the Declaration of Paris. 
But these Orders are framed specifically as re- 
prisals against Germany: They. are temporary 
and limited‘in their application, and presumably 
would fall. in abeyance on the conclusion of 
peace with Germany. The old law, including 
the Declaration of Paris, would then revive, and 
it is therefore important to have a prize ruling 
on a question which might easily arise in some 
future war.

Supreme Court 


GORDON vs. GORDON. 

This action tried at the Supreme 
Court Sittings here before the Hon- 
orable Mr. Justice Britton was be- 
tween two brothers living in Madoc.

its walls 26,108 children as in-patients; : 


231,768 as out-patients; a grand total 
of 257,876 in and out-patients,

patients from every section of On- 
tarlo bave sought its aid. Last 
year 499 patients were admitted from 
232 places outside the city of Toronto.

It has remained for Mr. John Redmond, the 
Srish Nationalist leader. to bring from the front the 
most cheerful and optimistic report yet given of 
the. position of the Allied forces. in France. Mr. 
Redmond weni to the front for the special pur- 
pose ui paying a visit to the Irish regiments. He 
has returned full of hope and confidence, and as 
the fine speech which he made on. his return to 
‘London indicates, kindled -with a real and deep 
emotion ior the brave men,: British nnd_ Irish, 
Nativnalist and Ulstermen, who are upholding the 
cause of freedom in the trenches in Flanders. 

Mr. Redmond hes seen for himsclf the condi 
tions in the British lines, and he comes back filled 
with admiration not merely ot British bravery and 
endurante—for all the world now pays tribute to 
the British soldiers--but as well of British effi- 
ciency, of the marvellous organization which feed 
and supply the army, and the splendid medizal 
service which cares tor the wounded. He pays a 
fine tribnte also to the clergymen of all denomin- 
ations who are doing the finést devoted service 
*‘in the unity of the spirit and the bond of peace,” 
where all around is cruel strife. There is one 
irapression which Mr. Redmond brings from the 
front which we think cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized.

One of the most graphic stories of 
the battle of Loos on September 25 
is contained in a letter from a cap- i 
tain in the famous Highlander Corps, 
the Black Watch. The brigade of 
which his regiment formed part left | 
the trenches the morning of the bat- 
tle 4,000 strong. At 5 o'clock in the | 
evening the whole brigade numbered 
fewer than 500 men. In the attack 
on Loos and’ Hill No. 70 the writer's 
battalion lost 18 officers killed or 
wounded and 680 men, leaving only 

officers and 83 men. 

“I must say the men went marvel- 
lously well,” saya the writer. “They 
were cheering, laughing, and joking 
as they went up and passed our wire 
entanglements. __ 

“Our casualties started directly we 
showed ourselves. The enemy’s ma- 
chine guns got to work and our men 
began to drop right and left, but they 
never wavered for one single second. 
On they went, line after line, just as 
if they were on parade. There was 
no sensational charging; they kept 
touch in distance and marched solid- 
ly across the hay field, men and offi- 
rs dropping right and left.’ Seven 
bergeahy were killed within 50 yards 
of us.”

Walle small, wash the foliage occasion- 
ally with soap suds made from = good 
seep.

When too large for 
this, spray the tops frequently with

The Situation in Ontario. 


Early last fall, representatives of 
all churches, Protestant and Catho-

This 
was just the spirit that the Master 
was seeking. 

Before St. Philip had called him, 
St. Natbaniel had been in prayer un- 
der a fig tree. He was desirous of 
being led by God. As he drew near 
to Jesus, our Lord said, “Behold an 
Israelite indeed, in whom is no 
guile.” Very properly. Nathaniel 
asked, “‘Whence knowest Thou me?” 
Our Lord’s reply, “Before Phillp’call- 
ed thee, when thou wast under the 
fig tree, I saw thee,” convinced . 
The power that could know him &nd 
could see him under the fig tree was 
of Divine origin. No one was present 
when he knelt under that tree. Here 
was proof positive that Jesus was the 
Messiah.—Jobn 1:,43-51, 

The Master was seeking disciples 
who had strong faith in God, and 
therefore He commended Nathaniel 
for the prayer. “Who hath believed 
our report’—our doctrines, our 
teachings? The Nathaniel class, 
those who promptly believe and act 
on proper evidence, have done s0.

This Jehovah 
God will do through Christ. Jesus. 
But at present this Power is revealed 
only to the eye of falth. 

Even back at our Lord's First Ad- 
vent this’ power was revealed to the 
natural senses to some extent as the 
people.saw. Jesus heal the sick, cast 
out devils, and raise the dead. But 
it was only “the finger of God” then 
—only a small display of Power Di- 
vine. (Luke 11:20.) On one occa- 
sion our Lord Jesus told the Jews of 
the power which He would Himself 
manifest in the future—that one day 
He would bring them all from their 
grayes. (John 5: 28, 29.) Through 
His miracles He “manifested forth 
His glory"—showed it beforehand.

The Lord’s people of our day, wait-|_ 
ing for the time of thelr deliverance, 
first had the date 1874 in mind as 
the probable date of the glorification 
of the last living members of the 
Church. That date was the due time 
for our Lord’s Second Coming, as 
pointed out in Bible chronology. But 
the Church was not taken then, Next 
they watched for 1878, the time par- 
allel to our Lord's resurrection, But 
the Mving saints were not taken 
then, Later, they saw that 1878 was 
the date for the awakening of the 
sleeping saints. Then they looked 
forward to 1881, a date correspond- 
ing to the opening of the Gospel door 
to the Gentiles, to Cornelius, the 
first Gentile to recelve the anointing 
of the Spirit. 

But the Church was not taken 
then, That date marked the close of 
the general Gospel Call of this Age, 
as they afterward saw. The only re- 
maining date pointed out in Bible 
chronology was October 1, 1914, ap- 
proximately. The time came; and 
the great war broke out which the 
Scriptures showed to be due about 
that time, But the Church was not 
glorified. We had merely drawn an 
inference. But we are still going on, 
réjoicing in the Lord; for we know 
that or deliverance draweth nigh. 
Let .ug therefore be faithful even 
unto death. 

We have much encouragement 
from the Lord, as daily we talk 
about His Plan and become more like 
Christ, more ready for the Kingdom.

& nurse with subsequent litters as 
the sow which raises good-sized 
first Utter. Another objection to early

“MANUFACTURER'S” VIEWS ON BOWMAN. 
‘VILLE. 


In another column of today’s issue will 
-be found a letter, signed “Manufacturer,” 


by the representative of ‘The Ontario in-regard 
to the working of: local option at Bowmanville. 
To the tone and spirit of the letter we take no 
exception, but merely wish: to point‘ out that 
“Manufacturer” must have read ‘The Ontario's 
report very hastily or carelessly or. his commu- 
nication would.not have contained so Many. in- 
accuracies of statement. 

For instance he says,—"“I also notice that, 
apparently, Bowmanville’ has been ruled by a 
mayor, whereas now it is ruled by a reeve. This 

. does not seem to indicate that Bowmanville is 
progressing in any way, but rather the opposite.” 


more carefully he would have seen a statement 
there that we. were unable to secure an inter- 
view ‘with Bowmanville’s. Mayor, Dr. Hillier, 
but that we would send to him a marked copy 
of our report and would be pleased to publish a 
subsequent statement from him if he would be 
kind enough to forward us one. 

We sent the mayor a marked copy of the 
paper some time ago but have not as yet received 
any statement in return. ~ 

Bowmanville has not gone back to the sta- 
tus of a village even though suffering from the 
blight of local option. On the contrary we note 
from the government report that the total value 
of assessed property in Bowmanville has grown 
from $1,276,680 in 1912 to $2,081,245 in 1914. 
This Is the last report available. That does not 
look like progressing backwards, does it? 

“Manufacturer’s” letter is but another il- 
lustration of how. easy it is to reach conclusions 
that are elaborately erroneous because the 
premises were entirely untrue. 

As to Bowmanville’s hotel and its fifty-cent 
meals, it is necessary to say very little. We have 
already explained that in almost all these smal- 
ler towns, licensed or unlicensed, the farmers 
get meals for thirty-five cents, while travellers 
are charged half-a-dollar. Hotel Bowman is 
recognised as the best’ hotel between Toronto 
and Belleville. Several restaurants also do a 
thriving business in the town. Bowmanville is, 
however, very exceptional among local options 
towns of its size in having only one hotel. Ren- 
frew, with a thousand greater population, has 
seven hotels. But, after all, Bowmanville with 
its one first-class hotel is much better off than 
some licensed places we could name where three 
or four or half-adozen dirty joints make a pre- 
tence of keeping hotel. 

“Manufacturer’s other statement that the 
Roman Catholic and Anglican and Presbyterian 
churches are opposed to local option is quite as 
incorrect as many of the others. We are not 
aware that any church in Canada has gone on 
record as favoring the license system or as op- 
posing local option. :

4. Thus German militarism would be tri- 
umphant, and would be free to work (with 
greater prestige) for allies even more strenu- 
ously than in the past. 

5. By such a sequel the old balance of 
power would have to be re-established, but in 

_Watate of much less stable equilibrium than 
before.’ . 


*Such a peace would, in short, be a triumph 
for Prussian militarism, to the overthrow of 
which the free nations havé sworn an oath in 
the face of high heaven. “We shall not sheath 
the sword,” said Mr. Asquith, “until the military 
domination of Prussia fs finally destroyed.” This 
still remains the irreducible minimum of the 
Allies. .
